the facts would not be prejudiced: the fraud being discovered, no person 
should now sign, The fourth question was—Whether, having regard to 

¢ fact that the alleged object was mining in Australia, could the com- 

y be carried out on the Cost-book Principle? The counsel was of 
*“opinion—That it was an open question, but expected it would be decided 
shortly in a full Court, ile was of opinion that companies could be con- 
ducted on the Cost-book System out of the jurisdiction of the Stannaries 
laws; but, on the other hand, it is right to mention that the Attorney- 
General and Solicitor-General have given a different opinion. The last 
question was—Whether the scripholders by purchase had the same rights 
as original allottees? The reply is—That scripholders are in a different 
position from the allottees, who bought upon the faith of the prospectus, 
whilst the scripholders were influenced by the state of the market ; but 
if they could swear they purchased upon the faith of the prospectus, they 
would be in the same position,

** Mining, one of the most difficult professions in the world, has been placed under 
the guidance and superintendence of naval officers, broken down merchants, brokers’ 
clerks, and mechanical engineers ; in fact, numbers of the he in California and 
Australia never were underground in their lives, and inall probability have just as much 
acquaintance with mineralogy and geology us they have of mining.”

Thesecond is, where they are blessed 
with local superintendents of the greatest ability, such as Mr. Evan Hopkins, in the 
Port Philip Company, but cursed by having directors who cannot together, and 
who waste the little time they are able to devote to the duties of their office in dissen- 
tions amanget themselves. I am not blaming a worthy alderman andhis supporters for 
the stand they are making against base intrigues, which have been carried on by a 
well-known clique almost ever since the formation of the comoaey, to supersede Mr. 
Hopkins ; on the contrary, they deserve the thanks of the shareholders at large. Had 
there been no board in London at all, I am quite sure the shares would to-day have 
been worth seven times their present value, for then he would not have been pur- 
paey and cruelly fettered with instructions, All will come to light on his return, 
which may shortly be expected.

Srr,—As our second meeting of the shareholders took place on Friday last, so noar 
to the time of your going to press, you were not enabled to give a lengthy account of 
the proceedings, which cansed you to be obliged to omit some data of interest to the 
shareholders.

liberal allowance for veinous matter attached to it, as one cubic foot would, I beheve, 
weigh 550 lbs. Out of this mass was cut one solid piece, measuring 2 ft. 3 in. cube, 
and weighing 6300 lbs., which was sent for exhibition to the Crystal Palace at New 
York.

The explorers are now much aided by these guiding features, also by pits, which 
indicate where an ancient race—probably the Aztecs or Toltees — have carried on their 
superficial operations on the veins. Some of those I saw were 20 or 30 ft. deep, w hich 
must have been the result of much labour, considering their tools--the only trace of 
which we find in the shape of ovi-formed stones, with a groove round the centre for 
the purpose of securing a handle, then to be used as a hammer to shatter the vein- 
stone after it probably had been reduced by the action of fire and water on the cal- 
careous matter entering into its composition. In favour of this conjecture, quanti- 
ties of charcoal have been found in the bottom of some of these pits, which are almost 
effaced by the accumulation of timber decayed and foliage of ages past. 

In tracing the veins across the range, it is interesting to observe the change which 
takes place as they pass through different formations. Beginning with the conglo- 
merate on the lake shore, the vein presents little native copper, but is charged with 
black oxide and green carbonate, Passing south into the amygdaloidal trap, the cop- 
per is found most abundantly in the native form, as before described ; then into the 
crystalline trap, or greenstone, where the vein e@hibits little or no copper in any 
shape; again, in the amygdaloidal trap, it appears as before; and, lastly, in the 
porphyry it assumes the form of a sulphuret. : ‘ 

I observed, in a recent Number of your Journal, an interesting extract from the 
report of the Hon. Truman Smith, Senator in the United States’ Congress, who was 
visiting the mines during summer. It would appear, from his experiments in the 
reduction of mass copper from tne North-West, Cliff, and Isle Royale Mines, that it 
coutained a large quantity of silver per ton. I would not have supposed such to be 
the case in any specimens which I examined with the naked eye ; but where silver was 
visible, it was generally in solid pieces, sometimes crystallised, adhering to the mass 
copper—several fine specimens of which I saw at the Minnesota Mine, Should the 
startling results of Mr. Smith’s analysis prove to be but half correct, these mines 
must be rich indeed,

colony, whose money, it was anticipated, would be made use of come eight or ten 
months before that from England could be received, but it was suggested to the agents 
that they had better be sold by tender, and they had adopted a fixed rate of 25s, He 
(the chairman) felt, with his brother dircetors, that much responsibility had been in- 
eurred in bringing the company before the public, and more especially in transmitting 
the shares for sale at a distance of 16,000 miles, where parties could only purchase 
them on the faith of the representations of the directors, and their implicit confidence 
in the honour and integrity of the directors, that they would not knowingly mislead 
or deceive them.

PRACTICAL MARKS ON GOLD MINING.

After leaving the mine for several days, until it is 
clear froma fire and smoke, they go down, and find several tons blistered off by the 
heat of the fire. In 1832 I inspeeted Gongo Soco Mine ; I found the lode to be com- 
poser of jacotinga, of an immense size, in about the middle of which was a line of 
Yellow mica, which was not only gold-bearing, but a guide for the course they should 
pursue.

I do not know what sort of relationship there is in gold and tin, having never 
seen them come in contact, but I hope they will have a seeond Gongo Soco for gold. 
In conclusion, I may say that light quartzose gossan is too well known on the backs 
of copper lodes to require any comment from me.

THE GOLD MINING COMPANIES. 


Stm,— It is as much the fashion now to seek to depreciate by every conceivable means 
the value of the gold mining shares, as a year ago it was to inflate them artificially, 
and build the most extravagant hopes on their successful issue, and, as usual, those 
who were the most ready to fall into the latter, are now the most energetic in their 
efforts to cause the former. Whatever muy be the motive of the committee now sitt- 
ing in order to investigate the positions of the respective companies (and I will as- 
sume that motive to be perfectly honourable), it dees appear to me to be a proceed. 
ing of a somewhat questionable character, to take those very steps which conduce to 
the depreciation of which they complain, and also very unfair to those companies of 
which no complaint can be made, for by the general terms of condemnation, now so 
extensively indulged in, of any and every company having for its object the extrac- 
tion of gold; those concerns where everything is carried on with perfect good faith, 
and where every effort is being made to insure success, suffer almost as great a de- 
preciation as those of which doubts may be justly entertained. 

That these companies have been in existence for a considerable period, and have 
produced nothing, is incontestable ; but surely it must not be forgotten that a great 
portion of the delay has arisen from circumstances which it was impossible for the 
directors, unless they procured the favour of Asmodeus, to control. And if prece- 
dents are required to prove the length of time generally occupied in bringing a mine 
into producing order, we have only to glance over your list of dividend-paying con- 
cerns to prove the reward of patience on the one hand, and by your other lists, show 
the time which some score or two have been in existence, and of which the results 
are as small hitherto asthe loudiy-complained-of Californian, on tbe other ; there- 
fore, if so much time is necessary in the first mining country in the world, where 
everything essential to the working of the property may be had with promptitude and 
little difficulty, surely at least as much ought to be allowed to those situated in a 
country where no such facilities exist, and where numerous and great obstacles have 
to be overcome. 

Far from there being cause for persons who have invested their money in these 
adventures to be dispirited, I consider they may congratulate themselves upon their 
prospects, which the discoveries and experience of every Gay prove now to be based 
on stable facts, and not of that illusory character which was heretofore their prin- 
cipal recommendation; and I fully believe, that by allowing time and securing 
the application of those means which science has placed at their command, they will 
felicitate themselves hereafter on not having been frightened out of their shares by 
the general crusade now in progress against their interests, and which, from its very 
generality, has somewhat a ridiculous nature. 

I am entirely unconnected in any way with any of the companies except as a share- 
holder, and only address you as one of those who suffer from the cause of which I 
complain ; and can only say that 1 shall be at all hours prepared to afford my testi- 
mony of the perfect willingness of the companies in which I am interested to give me 
any derenekion I have required of them. The extent to which the feeling has been 
carried may be seen by the statement authoritatively put forward by a morning paper 
on the arrival! of the Australian mail—viz., that ‘* All companies, but especially the 
Peel River, are unsuccessful.”” Surely the eyes of Argus were nothing to those of a 
person who can look into futurity, and see the failures he announces as having already | 
occurred of concerns which have not yet commenced to work, and whose success or 
failure is, therefore, still to be proved, except, of course, to such as the person above- 
mentioned.—London, Dee, 22 2. R. 


THE GOLD COMPANIES—SHAREHOLDERS v. SCRIPHOLDERS. 


Srr,—It appears to me that the attacks made by a certain class of persons calling 
themselves * shareholders” in the gold mining companies are as senseless as unwise, 
and merely got ip for the purpose of creating litigation, giving employment to attor- 
neys, or depression of shares for Stock Exchange purposes. ‘The real bona fide share- 
hqiders take no part in these transactions, feeling that it tends rather to harass di- 
rectors, depreciate property, and bring into disrepute those undertakings in which 
they are deeply interested, and for whose success sufficient time has not elapsed, It 
is but natural, however, that amidst the various charges of lavish expenditure, frau- 
dulent purchases, and bad titles, some parties may feel their confidence shaken in 
their favourite schemes; but such persons I recommend to apply personally at the 
offices of the company they patronise, and judge for themselves if the statements put 
forward at the London Tavern meetings are correct. 

The books of every company are open to every shareholder signing the cost-book, 
who, as a partner, has aright to inspect them; whilstat the same time he hasa vote 
in the appointment of managers, when, if he is not satisfied, it is perfectly competent 
for him to apply for a new committee. But in default of this being done, the original 
managers remain in office, and are compelled in many cases to my knowledge, greatly 
| to their loss and inconvenience, to give up much valuable time to the interests of those 
| they represent. But Iam of opinion, that these companies, forming as they do only 
| a large and extensive partnership, cannot legally call a public meeting, although a 

body of shareholders may assemble for the purpose of investigution, 

I would, however, wish to draw the distinction between shareholders and scrip- 
holders; the former sign the book of regulations of the firm, and are competent to 
| adjudicate in its affairs; the latter are only possessors of certificates on which divi- 
dends ean be claimed, subject to the rules and regulations of the firm, approved of by | 
the former; and that, therefore, they, the scripholders, have no right to interfere in | 
the affairs of the company, unless they choose to make themselves responsible by 
adopting the conditions as aforesaid; and it will be found that the managers will be 
responsible to the shareholders if they act in conformity with any resolution passed 
by a body of scripholders. 

“Mach has been said at the London Tavern meetings of the attempt at concealment 
of their affuirs by these gold mining associations; but being a scripholder only of 
many of them, I have found the utmost readiness to give every information required, 
which in every case has been most satisfactory, although the result of the operations 
at present have not answered my expectations. This, however, does not appear to 
be the fault of the managers, but rather that of unforeseen circumstances and want 
| of time —as for instance in the case of the Cordillera Company, at whose offices I, with 
many others, have thought it necessary to call, in consequence of a statement in the 
Times, where we have been received with the greatest courtesy, and every anxiety 
shown to explain fully the position of the undertaking. I am not over sanguine about 
the final result of these operations, but I am of opinion that if allowed fairly to work 
their way, the shareholders will have no reason to complain of their speculations.

ROYAL SANTIAGO MINING COMPANY. 
The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s offices, 
Broad-street-buildings, on Wednesday,—Alderman Tuomrson, M.P., in the chwir. 
The Cuateman said that as bis worthy friend, Baron de Goldamid, had not arrived, 
and as the time of the shareholders was valuable, they would at once proceed to qu- 


siness, The secretary would read the report, and afterwards proceed to lay before 
the meeting the financial statement, and their excellent friend, Mr. John Taylor, 
would not only be most willing, but able, to answer any question relative to the pro- 
gress of the mines. Within the last few minutes two letters had been received from 
Mr. Treweek, the agent of the mines, which the secretary would also read, 

The SecreTary having read the notice convening the mecting, submitted the re- 
port, of which the following is the substance :— 

The expenditure for the six months, ending 3lst August last, in wages, timber, 
materials, &c., amounts to 11,4002. 15s. 5d., including the cost of a quantity of iron 
for the precipitate works and other materials for the use of the mines, which are 
bought and paid for in the past half-year, but will not be brought into use till the 
current half-year, and which will therefore lessen the expenditure during the inter- 
val: 1605/. 8s. 6d. has been expended in the purchase and transport to the mines of a 
new steam-engine, boilers, crushing mill, &c., which will be erected at Taylor’s shaft. 
The quantity of ore which has been extracted from the mines during the past half- 
year amounts to 394 tons and 27 tons of precipitate ; of these, 254 tons of the former, 
and 24 tons of the latter, were sold on the 27th December, and produced a nett return 
of 5130/. 1s, Lld., as will appear from the statement of accounts. There remain at the 
mines 140 tons ore and 3 tons precipitate, which will form a part of the next cargo, 
the estimated value of which is 1824/., and which, with other items, as per account, 
makes the total receipts 6967/. 7s. 4d. 

Since the last meeting of the proprietors the operations upon the lodes at the Per- 
severancia group of mines have not led to any important discovery or results. Good 
progress, however, has been made in opening the lodes in depth and in length were- 
ever there was found a prospect of remuneration. Taylor’s shaft is sunk to 57 fins.

{A report of the meeting of shareholders, held st the Jamaica Coffee-house, appeared 
in oar Journal of the 24th December, to which we afforded the utmost space our limits 
would allow, expunging such portions only as we conceived to be irrelevant to the 
put pose, a vast deal of vitnperative language having been imported into the discussion. 
Certain charges were brougit against Mr. T. P. Thomas, who apylied for the secretary- 
ship, to which that gentleman gave a full and explicit answer, denying in the most posi- 
tive terms that there was any f dation for the all i ; but for the reason we have 
stated—viz., want of spacu —his contradiction was merely given in general terms. We 
consider, however, notwithstanding the period which has elapsed, that his explanation 
is entitled to the consideration of those who are interested inthe undertaking. With 
this apology for the delay, and in compliance with the wishes of numerous shareholders, 
we now give Mr, Thomas's reply in detail.) 

Mr. Tomas observed that a good deal had been said aboat personalities, but those who 
had complained the loudest had, he thoaght, been the most violent in attacking him. 
thewever, he liad no desire to make the slightest reflection upon the character of any 
one, and he had no doubt his own conduct would stand the test of as searching an 
jnvestigution as that of his avsailants. The meeting was aware ihe had given notice 
that he should apply for the secretaryship of this company, and he did so because the 
company had got into bad odour; he did so, moreover, in the hope of placing the 
mine in « better position —the position which he and others thought it was in when they 
first started in it. He held a large interest in the mine, and his friends held a mach 
larger, and it was for their interest as weil us his own that he had been indaced to offer 
his services. It was true that he had to find 10°02. for the property, and it might be 
said that that sum ought to have been deposited in the bank; and, perhaps, it ought. 
But the payments were always forthcoming, and the cost-sheets regularly and pune- 
tually paid up. He had had nothing tarther, however, to do with the accounts from 
the commencement 10 the present time, A purser was appointed and a secretary was 
appomted, to whom those cost-sheets were handed. They were merely sent to him (Mr. 
Thomas), and passed over to Mr. Barnett, with a cheque for the amount, He repeated 
that he had had nothing whatever to do with the Cwm Darren accounts beyond this. 
Let any one examine the books, and they would not find a single letter or figure there 
in his handwriting, or written by bis authority. What did he do when he attended the 
meeting to which Mr. Schofield had referred? He told the committee that whatever the 
deficiency was, if they would let him know t's amount he would give them a cheque. 
The fact was a mountain had been made of a mole-hill. Some dissatisfaction had been 
expressed with regard to the working of the mine. He had always said, * Go deeper.” 
Previous to commencing, he wished to have the mine inspected, workings measured, 
&e., and he engaged Capt. Barbery and Capt, Francis, two competent mining captains, 
to examine it, which was accordingly done, and their expeuses formed # portion of 
the item of the 25/., of which the meeting lad heard so much, and which, compared with 
the charge of 151, for a mere journey to Wales by Mr. Conquest, who possibly never saw a 
mine before in his life, was, in his (Mr. Thomas's) opinion, very moderate. He might 
also mention that he had himself made several Journeys to the mine, for which he had 
made no charge whatever. Mr. Conquest went down on 4 sort of tour of pleasure, and, 
no doubt, very much enjoyed his trip; but as he knew nothing whatever about mining 

roperty, the company could not have derived any great advantage from his experience. 

fe (Mr. Thomas) did not wish to take credit for anything he was not entitled to, but he 
believed that it would not be denied that it was at his suggestion the mine had succeeded. 
and that it was in some measure to the interest he had taken in the matter that the 
shareholders were indebted for their present position. He held in his hand a note from 
Capt. Barbery, who stated that he was quite ready to admit that the improvements in the 
mine were in accordance with his (Mr. Thomas’s) suggestion. Should the meeting elect 
him as their secretary, the moment they wished him torctire he would do so, and would 
place his resignation in their hands, He now represented nearly half the mine, and for 
that reason, as well as the season he had stated, he wished to see it in a prosperous posi- 
tion. He had applied for the appointment in a fair, open, and candid manner; he had 
no ill feeling against Mr. Barnett; on the om, he should be happy to do all in his 
power to serve him, He was desirous, as he had before stated, of serving the interests 
of the shareholders, and his position enabled him to do so, having more cxtensive mines 
near Cwm Darren; the expenses, therefore, in working that mine would be considerably 
curtailed, ‘The timber, candles, and coals were purchased by him in large quantities, 
and consequently there was a corresponding reduction in the price. In the item of tim- 
ber alone there would be a saving of 6d. per foot. Looking, therefore, at the interest 
which he and his friends had in the matter, he came forward to solicit this appointment.

The following report of Capt. Charles Thomas, of Dolcoath Mine, was then read :— 


Dolcoath Mine, Camborne, Dec, 19.--1 have to-day inspected this mine, and beg to 
send you my report as follows:—The sett, as shown to me by Capt. Webb, extends 
from east to west on the course of the l de about 300 fms, in length; it is entirely in 
granite, about a mile from the killas, lying to the east and north of the sett. The 
lode, so far as the workings have been extended on it, is in soft clayey granite, the 
most productive kind in this district. The greatest dept reached is 20 fathoms froin 
surface —that level extended 20 fms, west and 10 fms. east of the engine-shaft. The 
lode has been cut through in four places, but none of the backs to the 10 fm. level 
have been taken away; nor can they be toadvantage before the lode is drained more 

rfectly, which may be done by sinking the western shaft from the 10 to the 20 tm. 
evel, and also by sinking a winze from the 10 Ww the 20 eastward from the engine- 
shaft; this piece of lode probably contains 2000/, worth of tin, The 10 fin, level is 
extended about 35 fius. west and 18 fms, east from the engine-shaft. In the western 
level, for the last 6 or 7 fms., the lode is scarcely visible; by further driving it may 
probably be found again north or south of the present level; the backs of this level, 
for 36 fms. in length, and as high as the bottom of the old workings, carried on for- 
merly without steam-power, have been taken away; these old workings have been 
found from 8 ft. to 5 fms. above the 10 fm. level.

r, with 8 or 9-ft. stroke, should be erected, the present engine to be worked for 
stamping only. On looking at the extent of workings made at some distant period 
without steam-power, and on observing the character of the granite 8» far as the 
mine is explored, as well as the amount of produce for the portion of lode hitherto 
worked by the present company, I think there are in the mine sufficient inducements 
for the adventurers to erect the steam-power required to work the mine effectively. 
The outlay required to erect the engine, and to extend the workings in depth and 
length far enough to drain the lode effectually, before any attempt be nade to work 
it, [ estimate at a minimum of 3000/., and should prefer a capital of 4000/, With this 
outlay there is, with the present Ligh price of tin, which will probabiy be maintained, 
a good chance of success, provided the workings be confiticd, as far as possible, to the 
lode where found in soft granite. Without a further outlay, tie workings being con- 
fined to the extent that can be worked by the present engine, I think there is really 
no chance of any profits being realised. 1 recommend the erection of a steam-engine, 
as described above. 

Capt. Wen was present, and, in answer to several questions by shareholders, said 
the present engine, if used for stamping alone, would drive 24 heads, which would be 
ample power for years, The pumping now took above half the power, but he believed, 
if a new engine was erected, the stamps might be worked to a profit, as they might 
return more than 10 tons per month, with 24 heads, from the stuff they were now 
getting: but if it improved they might produce 20 tons per month. The present en- 
gine was a 21-in, cylinder, 5 ft. stroke, and he would suggest having one of not less 
than 30-inch cylinder for pumping. It would be unnecessary to remove the present

WHEAL EDWARD MINING COMPANY. 


(The pressure of very Important matter pelled as to d »our report of the 
pr lings of this pany'’s meeting, which appeared in our Jast Journal, in consequence 
of which the effect of the chairman's observations was to some extent destroyed. In 
justice, therefore, to that gentleman we now publish a more comprehensive report of 
his remarks ) 

The Cuataman (Mr. James Ensor) said that the principal business of the meeting was 
to receive and consider the report of the mines from the local agent, and the treasurer's 
statement ef accounts for the three months ending with October cost. In addition, how- 
ever, to this, the ordinary business of the meeting, as laid before them for transaction 
by the treasurer, he should have to ask certain questions, and to bring before the share- 
holders certain circumstances which, he felt sure, involved their vital interests; he 
should aiso submit resolutions bearing upon these questions, which, he felt confident, 
were requisite and necessary to sustain the respectability of the company, and promote 
the interest of the proprietors. He proposed to take the basiness in the usual course— 
firstly, the statement of accounts ; and, secondly, the report of Capt. Hodge. He then 
read the statement of accounts and report, which appeared lust week, and proceeded to 
observe that it would be seen from the accounts on the table there was 4 large arrear of 
calls, and he would suggest that a meeting be called to deal with the defaulters. 

Major Srone said that the same cireumstance presented itself at the last meeting, and 
he understood the subject had been dealt with. 

The CuaiaMan explained that the proceedings alluded to-referred to a call preceding 
the last one. 

Mr. C. Bours, jun., said he would move a resolution for a special meeting to forfeit. 

A resolution was then submitted, calling a special meeting to forfeit, which was car- 
ried unanimously. 

The CHataMan said that no doubt a great deal of money had been thrown away in 
what Captain Hodue called “ shoding,” and other badly-conducted or unnecessary work- 
Notwithstanding Capt. Hodge's assertion that four new lodes had been discovered, he 
(the chairman) doubted whether they had discovered more than one lode, in addition to 
the lode they were at present operating upon, Most probably thore which he called lodes 
were merely emanations from, or branches of, the Arthur north lode, for if there had 
been any such lodes, it was almost certain that the cross cut driving north in the 50 fm. 
level, at Wheal Arthur, would have intersected them. ‘The shareholders would, how- 
ever, see, upon reference to the reports from that mine, that nothing but branches had 
been met with. It was, however, in reference to the pecuniary position of the company, 
and the requisite expenditure for the next three or four months, that he had imme- 
diately to deal with. It would be seen that in driving the 20 fm, level west at Wheal 
Arthur, on the north lode, they had discovered, and driven upon for a great many fathoms, 
one of the most valuable lodes ever scen. It was from this lode in the 20 and 35 west 
that the Arthur Company were getting all their wealth: these ends were very rich, and 
bearing direct into Wheal Edward sett. It would be observed from Capt. Hodge's re- 
port, that this same lode had been cut in Wheal Edward, so that there was no doubt of 
its existence in that sett, and it was to the dew: ‘opment of that lode that expenditure of 
the capital ought to have been devoted. To do so now would, of course, involve an out- 
lay, but the prospect of great success was so clear and encouraging that he would re- 
commend the sinking of another shaft immediately on the course of the lode. He should 
say that the total cost of working the mine, including the operations he had suggested, 
would be about 350/, per month ; this for three months would amount to 1050/, It would 
also be necessary to have a steam-whim to draw from both shafts, which would, consi- 
dering all incidentals thereto, cost from 1600/. to 17002, so that a call of 10s. per share 
was the least that he could suggest as sufficient to meet the requirements of the mine. 

Major Srona thought they might provide for the next three months, and leave contin- 

gencies for future consideration. 
‘The CuatamMan said that another cost was just due, which the treasurer would have to 
provide for out of his own pocket. It should also be remembered and calculated on that 
the call would not, in many instances, be paid within the three months, so that the com- 
pany would always present the aspect of being ia debt. This had a bad effect on the 
commercial value of their property—besides, it was not respectable. A mine without 
capital was like a merchant without money, working, in fact, on credit. He contended 
that at least two or three months’ cost should alwys be cash in hand, and that all ex- 
traordinary expenditure for machinery, &c., should be provided for by a call. Besides 
the reasons that he ha: expressed, he felt sure that ample calls gave stability to mining 
undertakings; he would, therefore, move a cull ot 10s. per share. 

The motion having been carried, and the ordinary business disposed of, the Cuataman 
called attention to Capt. Hodge's, management, of which he had to complain most seri- 
ously. He contended that, had Capt, Hodge properly understood the points of this mine— 
that had he been a competent and skilial miner —had he made himself fully acquainted 
with the bearings, declination, heaves, and characteristics of the several lodes in the 
sett, as proved and developed by the operations of the mines around him—and had he 
employed the time and capital which had been expended in developing the mine ac- 
cording to the principles which such knowledge would have dictated, the results would 
have placed the company in a much more propitious position than at present. The first 
great mistake (to cal! it by no harsher name) that he had made was in sinking the shaft 
in its present place. He and his friends had always asserted that this shaft had been 
sunk to take, and that it would take, the Wheal Arthur north lode, It now apppeared, 
even from his own report, that this lode had only been seen on the back in his favourite 
operation of “ shoding.” Now, he (the chairman) argued that, as a very rich lode was 
proved to be running into the mine from Wheal Arthur, the Edward shaft ought to 
have been sunk to take this lode, and this all parties, even Capt. Hodge, agreed in. Then 
the question would be asked, why not doit? and the only reply that Capt. Hodge could 
make would be that he did not know how, or that he was mistaken. In either case, 
whether ignorant or incompetent, he was not an agent to be entrusted with the manage- 
ment of a valuable and important property like this. He (the chairman) contended that 
tad the shaft been sunk to take the Arthur north lode, the company would have, in all 
probability, been making good returns, and the mine in a much more satisfactory posi- 
tion. The next complaint was that Cupt. Hodge, instead of residing in the house pro. 
vided for him on the mine, lived at a public-house in Guonis Lake, of which he was the 
keeper; and these two occupations he (the chairman) considered quite incompatible, for 

















it might readily be supposed that, instead of being on the mine, attending to surface ope. 
rations—seeing ulso that the men went and returned from underground at the proper 








time, and looking carefully after the company’s property—it might, he sail, be easily 
supposed that, instead of doing this and the numerous duties attaching tu his ollice, Ire 
was busy at his public house, to which the mincrs would resort from his own mine, and 
change their position of servants to patrons and customers, on terms of reciproc yand 
mutuality, A furtber and most wilful error had been committed by Capt. lodge im eu- 
deavouring to asperse the character of the late purser. Mr. William Watson, and having 
thereby forced upon him the resignation of his office. The circumstances were these :— 
At a meeting of shareholders, held some time since, it was stated that Mr. Watson hal 
charged a sum of money for timber, two loads of which had not been received. ‘Thris 
statement was made upon the representation ot Capt. Hodge, and it would scarcely be 
credited that he (Capt. Hodge) had been deliberately and carefully asked by Mr. Warson 
whether the timber had been delivered, and whether the amount should be charved, and 
that he replied in the affirmative, and sanctioned the charge. Bat such was the case. 
Notwithstanding this, however, he subsequently asserted that these two loads were defi 

cient; this proved to be untrue, for the carrier, whose certificate he (the chairman) 
would read, positively stated that he drew the two loads of timber on t) the mine. 
(fhe chairman here read the certificate.] It would thus appear that Capt. Hodge sane- 
tioned a charge for supplies, which he stated were delivered. He then invents a story 
that they are not delivered, and maintains it in opposition to direct and posiiive evi- 
dence. This was a cruelly iniquitous proceeding, aud should be visited with contempt 
and condemnation, He (the chairman) had also to complain of the conduct uf the 
purser, who was connected with a trading company, and supplied different mines, and, 
amongst others, he believe] this, with materials. The two offices of mcvchunt and 
purser were quite incompatible ; for it must be that duty and interest would run connter 
to each other, and in such a case he feared duty would be sacrificed to interest. The 
chairman having gone minutely into the circumstances, moved that Capt. Hodge be im- 
mediately dismissed the company’s service.

Fincn’s Seir-Actinc Freep Apparatus ror STeaM-noiLens.—At the 
Seville Works, Dublin, a very ingenious and efficient feeding apparatus for steam- 
boilers, on a self-ucting — , has been brought into operation by the inventor 
and patentee, Mr. Benjamin Finch, who is the engineer to that extensive establish. 
ment, and whose scientific acquirements are aided by the important advantages of 
practical experience, the liberal encouragement of an influential firm, and the imme. 
diate development of his invention, on a ate scale. It consists of a float, 
with a leverage connection, a double beat or equilibrium valve, and a three-way 
cock; and the operative objects of the arrangements are to obtain, and to maintain 
also, an uniform level of water in the boiler—that is to say, certainly without inju- 
rious and scarcely without any sensible variation—so as fully and equably to com- 
pensate for leakages, for blowing off of impurities, or for any extraordinary consump- 
tion or relatively necessary supply of water; either by absorbing all the water pro- 
vided, or by rejecting any counteracting surplus; and so that the engineer may at 
any time draw water from the boiler without unduly counteracting the process of 
evaporation, or running the risk of accidents; or, on the other hand, to enable him 
to retain steam and water without the liability of the steam pipes or engines being 
flooded with water: all of which resulting in a very uniform consumption of fuel 
and supply of steam. ‘These effects have been so satisfactorily proved at Dublin, 
that the invention is now being applied to the steam-boilers of the Chepstow Mills, 
and no doubt will be generally adopted ; and we think the very large number of our 
readers interested in such matters will do well to put themselves in communication 
with Mr. Finch on the subject.

Rawway Trarric tn 1853.—From the traffic returns for the past year 
the total amount appears to be 17,180,530/,, on 7200 miles of railway, being at the rate 
of 23861, per mile. The receipts in the al 1852 amounted to 15,140,310/., showing 
an increase in favour of 1853 of 2,040,2201, In addition to the published returns of 
1853, there are receipts upon 313 miles of new railway, amounting to about 340,000/., 
and on 259 miles of old railway, amounting to about 400,000/., making together 
740,000/., which, added to the above, shows a total receipt of 17,920,530/. on 7774 miles 
of railway in Great Britain and Ireland during the year 1853, as against 15,543,610/. 
on 7337 miles of railway in 1852, showing, according to this estimate, an increase in 
the receipts of 2,376,920/. on railways in the United Kingdom during the year 1853. 
This is, so far, a most satisfactory result, and would have been attended with most 
beneficial consequences to railway shareholders, had the cost of construction been 
considerably less than it has been. The cost of constructing the 7774 miles of railway 
amounted, up to July last, to 263,636,320/., being at the rate of 33,912/. per mile. 
The whole of the traffic on the railways for the year 1853, great as it has been, only 
amounts to 6°8 per cent. of the cost of construction, and deducting 48 per cent., 
which is about the average, for working expenses, rates, taxes, and Government 
duty, leaves only 9,318,6762., or 3°53 per cent., on the capital expended; but as about 
100,000,000/. of it are composed of borrowed and preference capital, which cannot be set 
down at less than 44% per cent., there remains but 4,800,000/, for dividend on the 
163,636,320/.,or something less than 3 per cent. 

The arrivals at Swansea include—from Coquimbo, 411 tons of copper ore, 
and 10 tons of regulus; from Chili, 361 tons of copper regulus, and 25 tons 
of copper in pigs ; and San Sebastian, a large number of sacks of copper ore. 


The amount of specie conveyed to India, China, and Australia, by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company’s packets for the 
six months ending Dec. 31, amounts to 3,490,059/. ;—460,877/. in gold, 
and 3,029,182/. in silver. Added to the amount exported by this route 
for the half-year ending June (1,833,569/.), this gives 5,323,628/. for the 
year, The shipments to China forthe half-year are no less than 1,546,2941. 

America appears to be in asimilar difficulty to England with respect to 
coal—the supply not being at all adequate to the demand. The evil is 
thete also attributed to the high price of freight and labour; and as the 
coalowners were curtailing their business for the winter, and a number 
will cease entirely, considerable inconvenience in the large towns was an- 
ticipated. The supply of coal from Nova Scotia had also been greatly 
affected—freights ran up to nearly double from Pictou to Boston, and a 
number of contracts being unfulfilled. Great efforts, however, will be 
made to complete arrangements for an increased supply in the next year.

The Second Report of the Commissioners of her Masrsty’s

of 1852, has just been printed by authority of Parliament. An abstract | 
of the income and expenditure during the year ¢ nding March, 1852, shows 
that of the Crown, under the foregoing heads, from all sources in England | 
and Wales, to have been 205,466/. Is. 1d., while the expenditure amounts | 
to 30,133/. 2s, 6d. The same sources of revenue from Scotland, for the 
same periods, amounted to 21,602/. 4s, 7d., and the expenditure to 
58482, Os. 4d. The income of Ireland was 455,918/. 7s. 4d., and the ex- 
penditure, 3307/. 13s. 4d. The total receipts were 382,396/. 178, 3d.— 
viz., from Land Revenues, 292,156/. 9s. 4d.; Windsor Forest, and other 
Parks, 55731. 1s.; Royal Forests and Woodlands, $4,667/. 6s. 11d.: and 
the total expenditure, 101,918/. 11s. 6d.—namely, on Land Revenue, 
41,5122, 16s. 1d.; Windsor Forest and Parks, 15,4857. 0s. 2d.; and on 
Royal Forests and Woodlands, 44,9197. 15s, 3d. 

There is a very general feeling prevailing in both Scotland and Ireland

as being beyond the value of the produce after the expense of opening 
mines and searching for metals and materials, it became the practice, 
during the management of the Barons of the Exchequer, to grant leases 
to the vassals for the term of three 19 years, of the one-tenth so received 
in their charters for a small annual consideration. After the transfer of 
the Scotch revenue to the Commissioners of Woods and Forests, applica- 
tions were made to them from parties having such charters for leases of

in human nature to expect on the part of private enterprise or local in- 
terest,—namely, the discovery of the best line, consistently with the means 
to be applied, for intercourse between the Atlantic and Pacific. 

Let us take, merely for the sake of example, the route by the Savanah, 
as the better of the two before us. The cost here has been variously es- 
timated at from 15,000,000/, to 30,000,000/., that of the projectors being, 
of course, the lowest figure. But take it at the least,—what would not 
15,000,000/. do in any other and better route, or by any other and better 
appliances ?—is a question which deserves some attention, If we are not 
to have a canal for less, we are disposed to think that we shall fail ta wit- 
ness its realisation in the times of the present generation, for we are wholly 
incredulous as to the philanthropyeof nations for such a purpose. We 
have, indeed, witnessed, it is true, one expensive act of national philan- 
thropy in the manumission of slaves, which the inalienable right of 
humanity should have precluded, But that was a parliamentary neces- 
sity, as our West Indian interest was then in the ascendant. 

But what say Messrs. Aspinwatt and Howarp on the part of the

Of the physical Appuy thus indicated as necessary in crossing the 
Isthmus, we may mention that so lately as 70 or 80 years ago @ corps of 
Spanish engineers, protected by 400 soldiers, attempted the survey, and 
proceeded along the Chucunaque, from which probably was furnished the 
delineation of that river, inserted in the Carta Exferica of the Spanish 
Hydrographical Direction, from which Arrowsmith’s Map of 1820 is evi- 
dently drawn; but their further progress was barred by the Indians, and 
the work was left unfinished. 

We wish Mr, Grssoune and his party a safe deliverance from the perils 
of their task, for it is pretty certain they will not have the Indians with 
them, nor be backed by 500 men or more ; and though we have great faith 
in the superiority of modern weapons in any conflict with the natives, we 
should regret to learn that an obstinate perseverance in manifest error 
should render the trial necessary, or lead to useless bloodshed on either 
side, If we are to receive any impression as to the recent expedition from 
the evidence we have here, it is, that the reports, forming the basis of ope- 
rations now directed from Port Eseoces, are the consequence of a natural 
and palpable mistake, which, under circumstances by no means dissimilar 
and probably on the very ground, mystified also Lion et Waren, 170 years 
ago, But be that as it may, we must not let any practical measure, whether 
it be by the Savanah, the Atrato, the Cheapo, the Cruces, or even the N icara- 
gua Lakes, which can be fairly worked out as a commercial undertaking, 
be prejudiced by any one-sided preference on account of vasty grandeur 
or chimerical conventions for national expenditure. We anticipate that 
if a disposition be evinced by any department of our Government to 
be cajoled into such a course, some one will be found in Parliament, if 
not in the Cabinet itself, to remonstrate against so manifest a sacrifice of 
public economy, commercial polity, and, we will add, common honesty ; 
for we must be just to the public creditor and the tax-payers, before we 
set up as the Quixotcs of commercial generosity. 





The every-day occurrences of life have each a moral, however various 
their character, however diversified their source; and the principles thus 
involved tending involuntarily, but no less decidedly, to human good, 
the end and aim for which they were providentially designed, become in 
one respect beacons to progression ; in another, bonds of union—nuclei 
of new systems; and finally, consolidative of all upon which the human 
mind can expand, strengthen by active application and elevate its powers. 
“There is that seattereth and yet increaseth,” is a sacred proverb, and 
truly appropriate to the intelligence which, during the last two years, 
has sown those seeds upon our field of productive labour in the mining 
districts from which we are now about to reap a rich and golden harvest. 

It is not our province to analyse the contending passions by which the 
emulative inventors of the day are actuated in asserting, upon their 
chosen grounds, their claims to public patronage and support. We stop 
not to advocate any interest, save and except that which is couducive— 
proven, in fact, to be thoroughly conducive —to the gencral good of the 
community; nor, at the same time, will we shrink from favourably no- 
icing the deserved success of inventive talent whenever, finding it exer- 
cised for the public weal, the duty of so doing devolves upon us. ihe 
renewed exploration of ““GoLp IN EnGLanp” has naturally given rise to 
many contending speculations ; and it is to be confessed that success in 
the discovery of auriferous deposit has been achieved to an extent quite 
sufficient to excite, without surprise, the animus of determined and ad- 
verse competition, That the spirit has been admitted too great scope, 
in limine, and in too many instances, is unfortunately indisputable ; but ne- 
vertheless the character of the cause makes even so sinister an effect na- 
tural, and we are solaced by the experience that the vapourings we have 
witnessed of late will correct themselves, induce a more sublimated atmo- 
sphere around this important scientific question—In fine, like summer 
thunder, will clear the weather. 

Even on the broad basis upon which the commercial prosperity of 
Great Britain is placed, there is still room for many a commercial super- 
structure ; but it must be owned that no country in the universe, always 
estimating the teeming gold-sources of Australia, needed less the working 
of the precious metals through the active agency of home enterprise, and 
within her own sea-girt ines 

We are not amongst those who value the acquisition of gold, if it 
divert from its channel that current of legitimate speculation and that 
lubour through which the established mineral market of the country has 
been so long and so profitably supplied ; and we would wara the miming 
population from being seduced, to the neglect and detriment of their 
long-enduring and successful industry, into erratic and vague researches. 
It is true the existence of gold in our mineral districts is not chimerical— 
it is positive ; but it should be remembered that it occurs here, not as in 
Australia and California, in nuggets or grains, but for the most part so 
finitesimally diffused through our earths, that without the implemental 
aid of science its possession is perfectly unavailable. Thus, indeed, hap- 
pily a powerful barrier exists against that recklessness and disorganisa- 
tion which up to this hour characterises our Australian possessions, and 
we have no present cause to anticipate any material disturbance of that 
svstem under which our mineral labour has been for centuries carried on. 
Were it otherwise, it would be truly a vast accumulation of the precious 
metals which could compensate for so great an evil. ; ; 

Protected, then, by the very order and arrangement of their possession 
from the evils which other countries in the first instance suffered, those 
riches become to us of a greater comparative value, inasmuch as they can 
be rendered auxiliary, on a graduated scale, to the production of the other 
metals. Copper, lead, and tin will be, in numerous districts, sunk down 
upon through strata, yielding by a process of amalgamation the means of 
remunerating the labour with a liberal hand, and thus will not only a 
sustenance be secured to existing adventure, but encouragement and 
means will be forthcoming for the prosecution of new and legitimat2 en- 
terprise. The value of mineral property must, therefore, be enhanced in 
an enormous degree, and “One aANp ALL,” throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, will derive the advantages tlowing from the free and 
unrestricted extension of this truly national industry. The British mines 
are numerous, and constitute one of our principal resources; but the vast 
area included within our mineral tract, although explored for centuries, 
and subjected to the active influence of a formidable monetary power, to 
which it has yielded a return of millions, is, comparatively speaking, but 
partially worked. And this is an anomaly, which probably in no other 
country, possessing a tithe of our wealth and commercial capabilities, 
could Save occurred; but all this is attributable to our characteristic 
caution, on the one side, in entering upon speculative enterprise, and our 
apathy, on the other, in really appreciating that which is the most essen- 
tially in our possession. Thus it happens, that while we have expended 
an incalculable amount of capital in foreign mining, two-thirds of which 
have proved delusive and unremunerative, we have been neglecting those 
resources at home which have been “ cropping” up richly to our hand, 
to discover which, it seems, required scarcely more than ordinary obser- 
vation, and which at this moment, still unwrought, constitute in a very 
great measure a national reproach. However, it is never too late to learn 
wisdom. The public has at length put on its considering-cap; science 
has presented it with a very notable pair of spectacles, which it wears 
with a gravity befitting and philosophic; and although caution whispers 
at one ear and experience at the other, and are but doing the acknowledged 
duty of worthy mentors, still it is not improbable that now, having once 
obtained an inkling of the long-unheeded treasures which have been, 
during all its foreign vagaries, positively within its reach, it will be 
with difficulty restrained within prudent bounds, Once moved, Aftalicis 
conditionibus, by the magnitude of the wealth, which we are assured is 
acquirable with but little exertion, and within the ordinary range of our 
mining operations, it will no doubt work with a will, affording a strange 
contrast to its former sluggishness and inertitude ; but it is to be hoped 
that the lessons—pretty severe ones—which it has learned within the last 
ten years will not now be forgotten, ILowever brilliant the prospect, 
the principles of such indoctrination cannot be too rigidly adhered to. 

Let us now see how all this greatness is to be forced upon the public. 
The three integral portions of the kingdom are before us, and through 
those rude and hitherto dark tracts, up to the present considered merely 
the sites of the baser metals, suddenly appear glittering specks and golden 
tracings —nay, the very refuse of our lead, copper, and tin “ diggings” are 
discovered to be more or less charged with the very sublimity of mineral 
richness, This is an established fact—one which cannot be estimated 
without a feeling of wonder that such should be the case, and that whole 
generations should have passed away without having been benetitted in 
the slightest degree thereby. Our tin districts were proverbially con- 





nected with an auriferous character: the principles of mineralogy rati- 
fied the justice of this opinion; and ery’ | pointed out the incident, 
particularly as regards this country, that to the research of the barbarous 
nations who first located on this Ultima Thule, after the latter or more 
precious mineral, is attributed the discovery of the staniferous deposit. 
But, leaving for the present such a discussion to the antiquarian world, 
we arrive at the actual position of our mineral districts, in an auriferous 
oe of view. Fifteen counties of England are enumerated, seven in 

ales, eleven in Scotland, and six in Ireland, as capable of being made 
productive of gold; but there are also others, which it is to be expected 
will be successfully prospected by the scientific gentlemen who are en- 
gaged in this research, amongst the foremost of whom is Mr. J. Catyent, 
author of a recently published and valuable work on the Gold Rocks and 
other aurifevous depositions of this country. 

The estimation of the discoverics already made would be truly difficult, 
and the query, ‘Where will all this end?’ is more easily put than 
answered, In our Journal of last week we gave a summary of the known 
and reputed gold districts of the United Kingdom, and also entered upon 
some details respecting the experiments made up to a certain date on the 
gossans and ores of various mines in the counties of Cornwall and Devon, 
and also in Wales, ‘The experiments were made in the crushing and 
amalgamating machine patented by Mr. Bervan ; and to judge of the 
powerful operation of the process, we need only mention, that it has 
amalgamated gold from the various ores, earths, and gossans subjected to 
it, in quantitics ranging from two or three grains to many ounces per ton. 
The existence of gold, capable of being remuneratively extracted from 
the gossans of our mines, being thus settled beyond a question of doubt, 
it follows that, having now both the product itself, and the machinal 
means of making it available to our commerce, we will no longer hesitate 
to apply ourselves with more energy than ever to that great industry— 
mining—to which this country is indebted for so much. 

It would be curious to enumerate the number of adventures, public 
and private, which are at this moment carried on throughout the United 
Kingdom, An old miner estimates them at a reality of about 3000, the 
private workings having a marked majority; but, be that as it may, it is 
evident that mining enterprise is on the increase ; and as the applicability 
of the Bexpan machine has been, and is being, actively tested, and must 
be considered the successful solvent of an important mineral question, 
upon which many commercial interests have revolved, the rapid exten- 
sion of this department of labour must be anticipated as a natural result. 
We are not to be considered as advocating any one system, only so far as 
it is a proved medium of progression. We encourage emulation, and 
wish, without favour or affection, precedence to those who really deserve 
it; but we may remark that, looking at the vast mineral recources of 
this country, and assuming that a system is, or can be, applied which 
properly prepares our ordinary ores for smelting, and at the same time 
amalgamates profitably the auriferous combinations such ores happen to 
contain, immeasurable are the advantages which must accrue to this 
country at large, and to the fortunate inventors, 

To all who are now engaged in these scientific labours we would sug- 
gest moderation and perseverence ; to the public, prudence and rational 
caution ; and prosperity to “One anp ALi” will be the inevitable re- 
sult—the pretium victoria et virtulis, 





That oligarchy of the New Patent Law—her Masrstry’s Commissioners 
of Patents for Inventions —have been again exhibiting their wisdom to the 
world, by concocting some new rules and regulations as to the passing of 
letters patent under the new law; one of which at least is entirely and 
decidedly inconsistent with the Act of Parliament and the intentions of the 
Legislature as therein expressed. As these rules came into operation 
on the Ist of January, 1854, we think it right to direct the attention 
of our readers to the subject, as it will be of importance to all intending 
patentees to be acquainted with the restrictions thus imposed upon them. 

Some of these rules require no comment, as they refer to the extra 
copies of specifications and provisional specifications, and which are di- 
rected to be made as at present practised—on one side of each sheet of 
brief or foolseap paper: all such documents, with their signatures, to be 
written in a large and legible hand; and that which states that the title 
of the invention must point out distinctly and specifically the nature and 
object of the invention would, if worked out with due regard to the in- 
terests of inventors (which is doubtful), be most desirable ; but the other 
rule that provides that the notice of intention to proceed with the patent 
shall be left at the Commissioners’ Office at least eight weeks before the 
expiration of the term of provisional protection (six months), otherwise 
it will not be received, is quite irreconcilable with the Act of Parlia- 
ment, which states that the notice to proceed may be given “ as soon as 
the applicant may think tit’’—he being left to judge whether he can get 
his patent sealed in time; but this new rule will restrict the time, in 
which he may ‘‘think” as to whether it be “fit”? for him to give such 
notice and complete his patent to the term of four months from the date 
of the provisional protection—a date nowhere mentioned in the Act of 
Parliament. Now, as the Commissioners have no power by the Act to 
make rules “ inconsistent’’ with the same, it follows that this being in- 
consistent, they have exceeded their jurisdiction, and it may be said such 
rule is invalid; and that if the Commissioners refuse to receive an y such 
notice, they could be forced to do so by mandamus, However this may be, 


it is certainly monstrous that, in this land of freedom, a little clique of | 


public officers should be allowed to ride rough shod over those great pro- 
moters of industrial progress—inventors, who ought rather to meet with 
indulgence than severity. 





A case affecting mineral rights, and, of course, of interest to the mining 
community, has recently been the subject of much discussion before the 
Colonial Court of Chancery of the province of New Brunswick, in British

| fendants insisted that the injury complained of arose from the plaintiffs’ 
want of skill. 

There had been actions at law in respect of the conflicting claims, with- 
out any very decided result. It appeared that an action of trespass had 
| been brought by the defendant, Grsxrar, which had been twice tried, but 
with an adverse result, and a motion for a new trial yet remains unde- 
cided. Another action of trespass, an action of ejectment, and a seire 
facias to repeal the grant to the Durrys, are now pending. On the other 
hand, proceedings have been instituted on the part of the Crown to re- 
peal the license to Bryant, and, pending these questions as to title, the 
Court had now to deal with the rights of the parties in the interim. 

A serious and novel question was now raised and argued, as to the effect 
and operation of the contlicting grants fromthe Crown. — It was contended 
that, after the grant to Foster Bryant, although he might have failed or 
neglected to comply with its conditions, yet it was necessary that the 
Crown should have proceeded, by inquest of office, to establish the for- 
feiture, and that until office found, nothing passed under the grant to the 
Durrys. If Bryant's title was by lease from a subject, there should 
have been a re-entry to divest the title on the forfeiture; and, in case of 
a license from the Crown, an inquest of office was essential to produce 
the same result. 

It was clear that the defendants, as owners of the land, had no title to 
the mines under their leases, and they acquired their claim under Bryant's 
license, after the Durrys had entered and worked their mine. It further 
appeared that Gesner, under whom Le Gat claimed, was cognisant of 
Durrys’ title and possession, having made them a conditional offer be- 
fore he dealt for Bryant's license. ‘The Court, therefore, in giving judg- 
ment, declared, that in purchasing an unexercised right, at a period so 
long after it had become, by the terms of it, forfeitable, if not actually 
forfeited, the defendant Le Gav had obviously purchased a law suit, and 
entered upon a speculation, It used the term forfeitable, because it was 
impossible to maintain that the right was not subject to forfeiture for non- 
user at the end of the two years; and it was not shown that the Crown 
had waived the forfeiture, previous to the grant to the Durrys, whether 
right or wrong, in making that grant without an inquest, 

Although the Court is slow to interfere by injunction with mining ope- 
rations, when in course of effectual progress, it will on the other hand pro- 
tect an actual possession, when coupled with a primd facie title, until a 
better right be lawfully established. ‘The defendants must not, therefore, 
be permitted to infringe upon the mineral property within the plaintitts’ 
limits unless their title shall be first established at law, the injury being of 
that nature which involves irreparable mischief. 

As to the immediate grievance complained of from the ‘sinking of the 
shaft, it was doubtful whether it was the result of the defendants’ acts, or 
whether it was attributable to the nature of their own operations. There 
was besides a question still pending at law, and a jury, contrary to what 
the Court considered the evidence warranted, had found for the defendant 
in that case; yet that verdict has not yet been established, and as the plain- 
tiffs came here pending this suit for equitable assistance, their right to 
interfere summarily with the owners of the land becomes an important 
element for consideration. For these reasons an injunction was directed 
to issue to restrain any interference with the mineral property until 
the hearing of the cause, but the remainder of the application as to enjoin- 
ing the sinking of the shaft was refused.

pany, who are incorporated, were in possession of the mine as purchasers | 


from persons of the name of Durry, who had previously worked it under 
a license dated the 7th of Jan., 1850, fromthe Crown. Within the limits 
of the property included in that license, the company had expended con- 
siderable sums of money, and raised a large quantity of the mineral sub- 
stance therein. ‘The defendants claimed to be owners of the land under 
which lay the mine and the carbonaceous substance worked by the plain- 
tiffs. In addition to the land, they also asserted a prior mining right, in 
many respects similar to that of the Durrys, under a previous grant from 
the Crown of the 10th Aug., 1841, covering, however, nine square miles, 
a much larger space, and comprehending the lesser area contained in 
Durrys’ license. There was no dispute as to the ownership of the soil; 
to this the company asserted no title. The matter in controversy related 
to the mines and minerals within the limits of Durrys’ license, and the 
first question was, whether the Crown, after the grant to Foster Bryant, 
could, under the circumstances, rightfully confer upon the Durrys’ a valid 
title. ‘The grant to Bryanr contained a condition that, on failure by him 
to commence the effectual working within two years from its date, the 
right conferred on the grantee should, in the language of the document, 
be “utterly null and void in all respects.” The title of the defendant, 
Apranam Grsner, tothe land was as assignee of three leases, the first two 
of which severally contained a declaration that they were not to extend to 
any mines or minerals reserved or excepted in the original grant from the 
Crown. The third, dated the 24th of December, 1850, the last in point 
of date, was a demise of four acres of land, under which the plaintiffs’ 
mine was situated, to be used by the lessee only, however, as fully as the 
lessor, aperson named Mitner, was entitled, under the terms of his original 
grant from the Crown, A new claimant to the mines appeared, in the 
person of the defendent, Evornr Lr Gat, making title as assignee of 
GEsNER, under the license to Foster Bryant. Grsner stated that he 
obtained that title in September, 1851, and that Lz Gau’s interest acerued 
in June, 1852, and was recorded in January, 1853. In the spring of 
1852 the defendants sunk a shaft about 100 ft. deep, within about half a 
mile of the plaintiffs’ mine, within the limits of Durrys’ license; but 
after raising a small quantity of mineral produce, it proved unproductive, 
and was abandoned, On the Ist of May last a new shaft had been com- 
menced, within 40 yards of the plaintiffs’ works, and within their limits, 
which had been sunk to the depth of 160 feet. It was to restrain the 
further prosecution of this work, and the erection of a dam supposed to 
be contemplated by the defendants, and also to prohibit them from digging 
for and carrying away the minerals, that the application was made. On 
the part of the plaintiffs, it was alleged that this shaft had injured them, 








| dangerous,” and “ procrastination is the thief of time.” The necessity of 
| education among our miners has long been acknowledged, and the absence 
of it severely felt. In a brief period their parliamentary labours will call 
the local Members to the metropolis, and it would be well, previous to their 
time being more engrossed with the arduous duties of legislation, they 
should be enabled to give their council and aid to some practical project 
for the education of the working miner, When once the machine is set to 
work, if any faults are found, they can be casily remodelled, and as defects 
arise so they can be obviated by improvements, or at least so modified as 
to suit all classes. Weare not of opinion with some} thwtif assay offices 
and laboratories were established at our mines, the agents would neg- 
lect their duties in order to try chemical experiments ; but surely now that 
gold in England has become a fact, it would be no detriment if they pos- 
sessed the knowledge to be able to determine whether the ores they had 

to manipulate were auri.erous or not. Great stress has likewise been laid 
on the necessity of a moral and religious training, so as to prevent the 
frauds that are daily arising, the pufting of worthless setts, &e.: though 
we by no means undervalue this, convinced as we are that a moral and 
Christian education does much to keep a man in the right path, still we do 

aver, that so long as there is a gullible public, and roguish jobbers in the 
metropolis, there will always be found ignorant and knavish agents in the 
county to abet their proceedings, and share with them the profits of the 
spoil, even although it should only be the jackall’s share. 

We have previously stated our opinions as to the course which ought to 
be pursued : all seem agreed that the education of the miner is highly ne- 
cessary, although they differ as to the means by which it should be car- 
ried into effect—whether by a Central School, or several districts, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Davirs Gitnerr. The instruction to be afforded as proposed 
by Mr. Twerpy, is all that can be desired, though we must protest the 
scale of charges is much too exorbitant, and we trust that in this case the 
sub-committee will see the necessity of making a considerable reduction. 
If to be of any practical utility, the institution must be within the reach 
of all classes, and this cannot be with the proposed high rates of admis- 
sion, ‘The question has now been fully canvassed, and it is with great 
anxiety we look forward to the meeting of the committee on the 11th and 
18th inst.; and we do trust, however defective the project may be in its 
details, that a commencement will be made, convinced as we are that ex- 
perience will remedy any evils that arise; and, although there my be 
great difficulties to be encountered in the onset, perseverance and assiduity 
will in the end triumph over all obstacles, so that in a few years we may

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, } 

Jan. 4.—Since the preliminary meeting of the ironmasters last wees, the manufac- 
qurers and others have ordered more freely for the home market; the uncertainty re- 
lative to prices, which previously existed, having been removed by the decision come 
to at Wolverhampton. The week, however, from a variety of causes, may be con- 
sidered another blank. The weather, which has been throughout the week, and con- 
tinues, intensely severe, has partially stopped many of the great works of the district. 
Owing tothe stoppage on the South Staffordshire, the Stour Valley, and London and 
North-Western lines, which run through the mining country, there bas been nearly 
an entire suspension of all outdoor work, and many of the large indoor establishments 
have also been brought toa stand. All the roads leading to Birmingham are almost 
impassible, and the general traffic of the week has been contined to transactions of 
absolute necessity. I am told, however, that orders continue to arrive for iron and 
manufactured goods, and that the departure of the frost and snow will be followed by 
a resumption of past activity. At present, however, there are many persons unem- 

loyed, and a considerable increase of the poor rates may be expected until trade is 
ully restored by the opening of the season. 

The Metal Market still continues very unsatisfactory. Tin has not advanced in price 


















this week, but it is searce, anc there are many hands idle, and working only half time. 
In the copper trade a little more activity prevails. Old copper in large quantities 
continues to arrive in this town from various parts of the country, supplied by the 
marine store dealers and others who have embarked in the trade, and this extra sup- 
Fy segues diminishes the demand for new ore. 

ith the exception of some of the large works, at which stock-taking is not yet 
finished, the manufactories of many iron-works are actively employed. For iron 
houses the demand for Australia continues, and in the neighbourhood of Smethwick 
there are many hands employed making houses. 

The jewellery trade is also in a very prosperous state, and best hands for fine work 
are in great requisition. At the refiners the men are very busy, the last arrivals from | 
Australia having brought over a considerable quantity of the precious metal, a great 
portion of which is to be made into fancy articles, and sent back to the fortunate dig- 
gers and their friends. The quantity of gold thus returned to Australia is incredible. | 

In the iron button trade there is likely to be a material change, by the substitution 
of another material. Messrs. Smith, Wright, and Kemp, are preparing to manufac. 
ture buttons, under a patent, from paper, in preference to iron, It is calculated, that 
in consequence of the present high price of iron, paper could be substituted with ad- 
vantage, as it will be more durable, and cheaper. The demand in the button trade | 
generally is very limited, particularly for the foreign market. In the pear! button 
trade a beneficial change has taken place. There isan abundant supply of pearl shell, 
and at a very reduced price, which enables the small manufacturers, a very numerous | 
class, to give employment to many who have been heretofore only half employed. 
There is hardly an article used in the manufacture of Birmingham goods which has 
undergone such extraordinary fluctuations in price as pear! shell. Formerly bluck 
Scotch sold as low as 15/. per ton, from which it advanced to 50/.; and witbin the 
last two years it reached upwards of 100/. per ton. It has now, however, dropped to 
half that price, owing to a large supply which has reached this part of Europe. There 
is a large cargo reported to be in Frauce, and at London and Liverpool fresh orrivals | 
of shell are announced. The enormous high price which it realised 12 months ago 
@wwsed extensive efforts to be made to procure it abroad, and the quantity imported | 
has led to the reaction. | 

The coal trade, it is needless to say, continues more than brisk. The demand for 
domestic purposes alone, at this inclement season, is sufficient to maintain the price, 
and the men are very uneasy in some parts of the district. The distress which must 
inevitably follow a strike in this severe weather will, however, it is hoped keep them | 
in the pits, and prevent the mischief to themselves which must follow.

GOLD IN SCOTLAND. 
ON THE GOLD DISTRICTS OF WANLOCKHEAD AND LEADHILLS, 


It would appear from the Celtic names which prevail in the northern 
| portion of Dumfriesshire and the south-west part of Lanarkshire, that the 
occurrence of gold was known in this district at an early period. The 
locality which has hitherto afforded the most considerable amount of this 
| substance is a small valley, called Glengonnar, or the golden glen, which 
| is drained by a tributary to the Clyde. During the reigns of the Jameses 
gold was obtained in tolerable abundance from this district, and there is 
reason to believe that the imperial arches, which were added to the Scot- 
tish crown, were made from gold procured from this neighbourhood.

If this inference be correct, it would lead to the conclusion that 
the higher portions of the quartz veins, along with the more elevated 
parts of the Silurians, had been washed away, and that these higher por- 
tions had furnished the gold which exists in the superficial deposits. It 
is an opinion entertained by some mineralogists, that the higher parts of 
the auriferous quartz veins afford the greatest amount of gold. iG such 
be the case, we have in it a reason why this metal occurs more abund- 





antly in the gravels and sands of Wanlockhead and Leadhills than in the 
quartz veins, which must have originally furnished the superficial beds 
with this substance. Although the search after gold in this district was 
in itself not very profitable, yet one of the results which emanated there- 
from was the discovery of the lead mines which have been so advanta- 
geously wrought here for — years, and which appear to be the only 
profitable mineral product of the neighbourhood. 

Gotp iw Correr One.—A scientific correspondent makes the follow- 
ing remarks on the above subject, which we deem of sufficient importance 
to insert in our columns :—‘I wrote a year and a half ago to the direc- 
tors of the ‘D’ Mine to try their gossan for gold, which will probably 
now be done, and it is not impossible that metal may be found in sufli- 
cient quantity to pay for working.
